Only the fireman and 
engineer of the derailed engine of the 
west bound Chicago express, which 
turned over on the track, were killed, 
though a number of passengers on the 
•Apres.*, the vestibule passenger train 
for Buffalo aud Cleveland, which left 
New York Saturday evening, were in­ 
jured.

For Their Manner Rifles. 
Chicago, July 81.—Every guard on 
the penitentiary wall# at Joliet is armed 
with a new Mauser rifle, and tho rifle,* 
are loaded with ‘'dum-dum” bullets. 
This ballet is the one that was de­ 
nounced in tho peace conference at The 
Hague as a barbarous implement of 
warfare. 
It Is the bind of ‘bullet that 
was found to be so effective by the 
British soldiers In India in their recent 
encounters with the rebel* 
It is the 
same sort of projectile that was the sub­ 
ject of discussion in the British house 
of commons last week because it wa* 
furnished to the troops who were to be 
used against the Boers in the event of 
war in the TransvaaL 
It is sold to be 
the first instance of its use in the United 
States. 
The bullets used at Joliet art 
made by em American firm, and they 
are described on tho labels of the boxer 
that contain them as "soft uose bul­ 
lets." 
When they are fired into a body 
the soft noso flattens and spreads and 
the long projectile assumes the shape of 
a mushroom. 
One of these projectiles makes a small 
hole on entering, bat in passing out it 
tears away the flesh and leave# a ragged 
wound, sometime# as large as a man's 
hand.
